BRISBANE, the Capital of Queensland, is the most picturesque city in the Commonwealth. It is situated 
on the beautiful and noble Brisbane River, about 18 miles from its mouth. Its climate closely 
resembles that of Southern Europe — that is to say, it enjoys one of the mildest temperatures in the 
world. Besides being the Metropolis of the State, Brisbane is the port and trade centre of many fertile 
districts. Behind it, to the immediate west, is the rich Moreton District — a flourishing province devoted 
to farming, stockraising, dairying, and coalmining. Beyond it again, across the Great Dividing Range, 
stretches the far-famed Darling Downs : 4,000,000 acres of the finest agricultural land, equal in area to the 
American States of Illinois and Missouri. 

The Brisbane River is spanned by an imposing iron bridge, 1,022 feet in length, 74 feet in width, 
erected at a cost of £109,326. 

The city contains many fine parks and recreation grounds, the principal being Queen's Park and 
Botanic Gardens, New Farm Park, Bowen Park, Albert Park, Musgrave Park (South Brisbane), Mowbray 
Park, Newstead Park, Brisbane Cricket Ground (Fiveways), Victoria Park, One Tree Hill, and several others. 

Many charming seaside resorts are within easy distance of the Metropolis, the principal being Cleve- 
land, Redland Bay, Humpybong, Redcliffe, Caloundra, Manly, Sandgate, Wellington Point, Wynnum, 
Southport, Burleigh Heads, Coolangatta, and Tweed Heads, full information about which is given in the 
Bureau publication " From Noosa to the Tweed." 

A fuller description of Brisbane will be found in the pamphlet, " The Pocket Brisbane," issued by 
the Intelligence and Tourist Bureau, which may be had on application at the office of the Bureau.
